when bred to the common farm 
mates of those sections to which 
they are scut. So far as the Bu- 
reau is concerned the services of 
these stallions are donated abso- 
lutely free to the people of the 
State as the Bureau receives no 

monetary return directly or indi- 

I redly from them. A service fee 

I of $10 is charged, which goes in 

! full to the men in whose care the 
| stallions are placed, in order to 

recompense them for their ex*
